Extraordinary Will Case, 


A strange suit, worthy to be ranked a- 
mong the causes celebres of Doctors Com- 
mons, was heard and determined in the 
Prerogative Court, on the 23rd ult. An 
aged and infirm lady, the widow of a ma- 
jor in the army, died at Brighton, in the 
month of January 1850, at the advanced 
age of eighty-two years, leaving behind 
her an only son, a captain in the Royal 
Ariillery, and having, down to the time 
of her death, passed as a widow, under 
the name of Mrs, Major Campbell. The 
lady was a sirict Roman Catholic.—was 
attended on her death-bed by her father 
confessor, who administered the sa- 
craments to her as Mrs. Campbéll, and 
afterwards performed masses for the re- 
pose of her %6ul under thatname. The 
son was present at her death, and follow- 
ed her to her grave, and the snscription 
on the coffin represented her as the relict 
of Major Campbell. It seems by the will 
of the fathet of the deceased that her son 
was entitled to a very considerable pro- 
perty upon her death, subject howeyer to 
the life interost of her husband, if she left 
any husband surviving her. She had also 
personal property of large ampunt, to 
which her son would be entitled if she 
died a widow and without a will; but 
otherwise, her husband would claim it as 
his exclusive property in case of her in- 
testacy. After the funeral, her son and 
the friends of the family assembled to hear 
her will read, when the person who was 
supposed to be her executor stepped for- 
ward, announced himself as her husband, 
and, as such, asserted his claim to her 
papers.and property, to the exclusion of 
the son ‘The friends repudiated the 
claim; but no will could be found, and a 
suit for the administration of her property 
ensued in the Prerogative Court, in which 
he son was enabled to put the asserted 
husband on the proof of his marriage. 

‘The case of the asserted husband was, 
that six months before he death of this 
aged lady, he had taken her in a hired 
carriage to the oflice of the Superintend- 
ing Registrar of the Marylebone district, 
and in the presence of two witnesses se- 
lected by him, strangers to the deceased, 
had contracted a marriage with her ac- 
cording to the Act of Parliament, which 
was purposely kept secret for fear of her 
son's anger. One of those witnesses was 
produced, and swore that he was nota 
stranger to her, but knew tho lady, and 
the signature annexed to the entry in the 
bog of tho registrar was sworn to be in 
herhandwriting. It appeared further that 
her age, her residence, and the name of 
her father, were wrongly entered—but the 
Act of Parliament does not permit a false 
entry to invalidate the marriage. It was 
in vain for counsel to contend that the 
marriage in itself was grossly improbable 
—tliat the parties never cohabited, never 
acknowledged each other as husband and 
wife; on the contrary, that the lady al- 
ways treated the asserted husband asa 
guest at her house, to the last moment re- 
tained the name of Campbell, and nover 
could have deliberately intended to disin- 
herit her only son, in. whose arms she 
died, as it was proved that she oxprossed 
her warmest gratitude to a faithful servant 
who had summoned her son to her bed- 
side to attend her last moments, and a host 
of witnosses spoke of her as doatingly fond 
of her son to the last.

Great Fire at Constantinople. 


On the night of Friday or Saturday a 
fire broke out in one of the kiosks of the 
palace of Haidar Pacha, inhabited by a 
detachment of the 13th Light Dragons.— 
It originated in the room of a married sol- 
dier, and, in spite of all the exertions 
which were made, consumed that wing of 
the building and most of the clothes and 
arms of the men, The whole rambling 
palace of Haidar Pacha is a succession 
of wooden houses, most of them old and 
as easily ignited as tinder. Every pre- 
caution had been taken to prevent acci- 
dents. In the evening all fires had been 
put out, and patrols went round to sce that 
this was done. But it requires only a 
neglected spark to ignite this seasoned 
wood, which, moreover, as all Turkish 
buildings have, a coating of oil paint®— 
The firemen sent out from England were 
on the spot and in the very beginning, 
and, so little apprehensions did the fire 
excite at first that they tried’to put it out 
by throwing buckets of water on it, and 
the meg, instead of removing their things, 
helped only to put out the fire, ‘They 
did not know what the wooden houses of 
Constantinople are, and thus lost their bag- 
gage. Fortunately there was no wind, 
and so by great exertions the firo was 
confined to the kiosk whero it originated. 
Even the mitrest building, separated only 
by a few yards from the kiosk, and inten-

in such manner ae 40 cpafer the greatest 
amount of benefit on the country, and what 
is perhaps the most important of all, it 
would justify the Government and people 
of Canada in again resorting to this coun- 
try for aid in future enterprises, and ena- 
ble them to reckon with confidence on re- 
ceiving such aid when required. 

The proposal is by no means a novel 
one, in principle; it has been acted upon 
though with some variation in the appli- 
cation, in the whole railway system of 


France, All the railway undertakings 
there have received in some shape or ano- 
ther, support and assistance from the Go- 
vernment, and the effect has been, as is 
notorious, that on the one hand the Gov 
eroment hae never'been culled upon to 
advance a shilling of dividend in respect 
of its guarantees, and that on the other 
hand tho railway interests in France are 
the most prosperous, and the administra- 
tion of the railways the most perfect of 
any in Europe 

Phe consideration for the aid so afford- 
od has been, and is, the reverting after a 
fixed period, say of 99 years, of tho whole 
property of the several Ruilways to the 
State, an advantage which though appa- 
rently remote and little affecting the value 
of the undertaking as a property, is nover- 
theless of no inconsiderablo benefit to the 
State itself. 

Now there would bo no objection to a 
like arrangement in the present caso—for 
it cannot be doubted that the consent of 
every individual member of the Company 
would be freely given to such an arrange- 
ment in return for the immediate benefit 
to be derived from the guarantee before 
mentioned; and as a further inducement 


to the Provincial Government, i might be 
proposed, and 1 am sure would be gladly 
accepted, that the Company should take 
upon itself the obligations of raising a fur- 
ther capital, upon a like guarantee, to the 
extent of say an additional threo millions, 
to be a, »plied to the fature exigencies of 
the Canadian people, in respect of auxil- 
isry or branch lines of railway, for the 
more completo development of the inter- 
nal communications,

Execution ofa Brutal Murderer at Auburn 


Jobn Fitzgerald, a young man who had 
scarce attained the age of manhood, was 
executed at Auburn on Friday tor mur- 
der, ‘The murder perpetrated by him, 1 
will be recollected, was one of the most 
heariless and fiendish ever committed.— 
At the dead of night, and while living un- 
der his father’s roof, he arose and with an 
axe deliberately butchered his father, mo- 
ther, and @ brother! Up to the very last 
moment, the miserable wretch exhibited the 
utmost recklessness, and in no instance 
since his conviction had he exhibited the 
slightest evidenco that a heart beat with 
in his bosom. 

Woe copy a portion of the account of the 
execution from the Aubura American: 


A SCENE IN THE PRISONER'S CELL. 
About two o'clock we wero admitted, 
with a number of others, into the cell oc- 
cupied by the murderer. When we en- 
tered he was standing on the window sill, 
shouting through the window to the crowd 
outside. He jumped down and entered 
into conversation with Hon, C. Morgan, 
Dr. Hyde, and others present, whom he 
knew. He was dressed in gaiter boots, 
dark pants, and shirt, He had on neith- 
er coat nor vest, His hair was oiled and 
combed with scrupulous care, He ap- 
peared to be somewhat hervous, but not 
much excited. ‘The interview in the cell 
Was a serious one. ‘There was a young 
man, in the first blush of manhood, stand- 
ing upon the very threshold of eternity — 
When he leaped down from the window 
sill, he turned with a gay and reckless air 
to the company present, and Jaughed hear- 
tily at the crowd gathered outside, and 
whom he could see from the window, 
standing and receiving the pitiless pelt- 
ings of the storm, Who could have tho’t 
that Ae was the victim for whom the hal- 
ter and the gullows were prepared within 
a few feet of where he stood, and who 
was in a few minutes to suffer death ? 
‘Did you sleep well last night, John 2” 
“Yes, sir!” 

**Do you wish to see or converse with 
a clergyman 7” 
“No sir!” he replied with emphasis ; 
“T don’t feel well,” and pointed to his 
heart. The doctor present examined him, 
and found his pulse beating quick and 
sharp. 
He said in reply to 2 question, that he 
would like to take a little chloroform, if 
it would be of any use, but as for bleed- 
ing he regarded it as only torture, and if 
allowed to do 50, would not submit to it 
He said he wished to submit to no torture 
while he lived. 
One said to him—* John, if the Gover- 
nor should come in now and commute 
your sentence to imprisonment for life 
would you like it?” 
*©No sir!” ho replied; “I would step 
right out aud pull hemp in preference. | 
had rather be hung thar to go to Prison 
for life !" 
He stated that he had been treated kind- 
ly by the Sheriff’ und his atiendants; and 
then, for a few moments seemed much| 
disturbed aud uervous, 
A Doctor present asked him if he bad 
any objections to giving up his body to 
bo dissected? We were shocked at the| 
inquiry, but he replied with « loud laugh, 
“No Sir! You would look pretty cut-| 
ting up my body!” 
It was announced to him that a Cler- 
gyman wished toseehim. He replied — 
“If he comes in lege he'll get my fist 
—that’s all! What good can he do for 
me now? I don't want him.” 


and deputies, about forty in 
in the corridor of the Jail. 
was arranged so that the noose hung about 
three feet from the floor, directly at the 
entrance into the apartment. It was ex- 
Jamined with much curiosity by those pre- 
sent. A weight of about 300 pounds was 
attached to the fall. 

The Sheriff entered tho hall, and said 
thatthe prisoner requesied that not a word 
should be uttered after he was brought in, 
and that the execution should proceed in 
silence. Prior to this. he had knelt down 
in prayer with Rev. Mr, Lves, manifested 
much emotion, and shed tears,  Suill he 
coul'l not forgive’ his brother, or acknow- 
ledge the horrible atrocity of his crime. 

‘The prisoner entered the corridor, ar- 
rayed in a gown of white, which covered 
him from head to foot. He had on a dark 
pair of pantaloons and gaiter boots, He 
was placed under the noose amid pro- 
found silence. He was apperently cvol, 
firm, and bore himself bravely at this 
dreadful moment, While a deputy was 
adjusting the rope about his neck, he took 
umbrage at something that was done, and 
exclaimed —*“ Gentlemen! don’t torture 
me—hang me if you want to!” And then 
he added to some one near him—"J'm a 
pretty hard boy !" 

He turned to Mr, Morgan and asked if 
chloroform could be administered to him 
Tho reply of course was in the negative. 
He never spoke again. The white cap 
was drawn over his head—the rope was 
putrabout his neck. The victim was rea- 
dy for execution. ‘The spectators stood 
breathless, His arms were pinioned, and 
his wrists tied together. Ie stood firm 
and unmoved, He did not quail, even at 
that awful moment. We noticed that his 
fingers twitched a little, and that he twirl- 
ed his thumbs some, but there was no ex- 
clamation, no prayer, no sob, no sigh, no 
repentance, ‘Truly, truly, it was an aw- 
ful spectacle ! 

‘Thus he stood. At precisely six min- 
utes after three o'clock the rope was cut 
and Fiizgerald was twitched, with a vio- 
lent jerk, about three feet from the floor. 
The hoist must have broken his neck.— 
He struggled vefy little, A few conyul 
sive movements about the chest were 
alone visible, In less than six minutes 
the physicians declared him dead; after 
hanging the required ume he was cut 
down and his body given over to the charge 
of his friends. 

The heartless recklessness of the pris- 
oner was preserved to the Jast moment, 
and his firmness never deserted him.— 
During the morning he danced and sang 
in his cell, and no one would have dream- 
ed that he was within a few hours of Eter- 
nity. 


The gallows 


Maw Orpressixo Man.—A fine sloop 
and her men wero seized at New York a 
few days since, on her way to Africa for 
a cargo of our fellow creatures. ‘he N. 
Y. Tribune affirms that about thirty 
sels are fitted out at that port for the A- 
merican slave trade every year. ‘The bu- 
siness is carried on by persons who, from 
their position in society, would be least 
suspected. Those who pursue it are rea- 
dy to run every risk for its enormous pro- 
fits. ‘The agents are mostly Portuguese 
and Spaniards, who have long followed 
it. It is difficult to convict these men.— 
Their vessels may be seized and detain- 
ed, but nothing can be found to criminate 
those who had her in charge. ‘They de- 
pend upon their speed to elude cruisers, 
and carry a keg or two of sharp carpet 
tacks ; and if the slaves become restive, 
a handful ur two of these sprinkled among 
them soon reduce them to submission. — 
The slaves being naked and closely pack- 
ed, cannot make any movement against 
their captors without being subject to ex- 
cruciating pain—every step which they 
take forcing the sharp points of the nails in- 
to their bare feet. ‘They also stow her cop- 
pers away ; and if boarded by a cruiser 
before the slaves are taken on board, the 
vessel presents the appearance of a legi- 
timate trader. 

‘The profits accruing from a successful 
run to and from the West Coast of Afri 
aro so great that the captain generally 
hides all traces of his crime, immediately 
after landing his cargo, by setting on fire 
or scuitling the vessel. In this way 
a steady market has been established for 
light, swift-sailing schooners, and brigs 
‘built for one voyage only.” “The prac- 
tice of leaving port without effecting a 
clearance js becoming frequent.

PLANT CORN. 


The questions of cheap bread for tho 
working-man, and whether there will be 
a good supply of beef, depend upon how 
the people plant corn, 

If pork next Fall is scarce and high, 
those who have it to sell may think it isa 
prosperous time for them, but it will be 
more so if tha people generally have 
planted corn. Itis no true argument that 
if all did so the price would be “ ruinous 
ly low.” No country ever was ruined by 
cheap bread. 

We adjure you therefore, every man of 
you that owns an acre of soil, to plant corn 
—in the English acceptation of the word, 
anything that will make bread—but more 
particularly we entreat you to plant maize 
or Indian corn. We ask it now because 
now is the time to prepare for it. We 
ask it for the good of the country—for the 
benefit of the farmer. Is there a man liv- 
ing who took our advice and increased his 
crop last Spring, who has since had a mo- 
ment of regret that he did so? If he has, 
his deeply benefited country has not; the 
people return thanks to God for a boun- 
teous crop; without it, what would those 
who buy bread have done in all this terri- 
ble winter? 

Last Spring a general effort was made 
to increaso the product of the Jand; hea- 
ven smiled upon it, and the people were 
made glad. ‘l'here was cause then—there 
is cause now—that the people should plant 
corn—more than was planted last year, 
for nowhere are the granaries full; no- 
where is there a surplus laid up against 
an unfruitful year, and without such a sur- 
plus no country can be independent, no 
people prosperous and happy. Let them 
plant corn. 

We have had a winter of severity such 
as those who are most able to work have 
never known before, and may never know 
again. But that is not certain; the next 
may be one of still greater severity, and 
if so, what a demand there will be for 
grain—the poor will cry for bread, Let 
the farmers plant corn. 

Owing to the fact that the ground has 
been covered with snow for many wecks, 
and that snow is an absorbent of fertili- 
zing elements for the earth, we have rea- 
son to believe that this will be a great 
grain-producing season, Let the people 
plant corn. 

Not a day is to be lost. We know that 
the ground is sull frozen—that the snows 
of January still linger on the surface ; but 
we repeat, not a day is to be lost from your 
preparation, if you intend, more than last 
year, to plant corn. 

Let it not be argued that the price of 
corn is falling—it is still largely remu- 
nerative, whilo all its products are equally 
so. Look at the prices that farmers have 
realized for beef and pork, and though the 
latter has fallen, it is still above the point 
of profit to the maker. ‘There is no pros- 
pect that beef will fall below ten cents a 
pound on the hoof for all that is corn fed 
during the year. At that rate it will pay 
to plant corn, 

‘There is pressing need now fora great 
crop, as great or greater than that of last 
year; and we may have it, if those who 
read this article will bear in mind the bur- 
den of its song, and urge upon all with 
whom they have any influence, to plant 
corn —plant more than you intended— 
more than you did Jast year, if only by 
one grain, ono hill, one rod, one rood, one 
acre, one field—still let your motto be that 
which begins and ends ths appeal— 
Piaxt Conne—QN. Y. Tribune.

THE GOVERNMENT REFUSE INFORMATION. 

Hor Majesty’s Government haya hither- 
fo maintained the strictest silence in regard 
to their opinions upon Mr, Brossey’s im- 
pudent proposition, Wague rumors have 
been flying about on the subject; a report 
that Mr. John Rovs had resigned the Pre- 
sidency of the Council on account of Grand 
Trunk matters gsined some currency, but 
wo had nothing ositive eave the fect, that 
the Leader, the organ of » nortion of the 
| Cabinet, advocated the monstrous proposi- 
tion that the gurantee debentures of the 
Province should be turned into stock. Last 
evening, however, the Ministry had an op- 
portunity of showing their hand; Mr. Chis- 
holm toved, in accordance with previous 
notice, that an Address be presented “to 
| His Excellency, for a Return showing the 
jamount of Debentures issued to the Grand 
| Trunk Railwoy Company of Canada, since 
the 19th May, 1855, the day on which the 
Act—18 Victoria, chapter 174—receiveil 
the Royal ossent, with the authority for the 
issue of the same.’? Mr. Brown moved 
the following amendment to this Resolu- 
tion, and earnestly urged the moverto a- 
dopt it:— 

© That the following words be added to the 
motion:—‘And also showing the whole a- 
“mount received by the said Graud Trunk 
‘Company in payment of shares, of Bonds of 
‘the Company, and of Provincial Debentures 
‘respectively—the manner in which the pro- 
‘ceeds of the suid shares, bonds and deben- 
‘tures have been expended—ihe debts due 
‘by the said Company—the estimated cost 
‘ot completing the works of the said Compa- 
‘ny, and the stock and bonds yet uvailable to 
‘the said Company for their completion.’ ” 
There was nothing in this list of subjects 
of enquiry to which anyone could object. 
Let the reader go over them again and say 
whether the public does not demand light 
on every one of them. Yet the Ministry 
opposed Mr. Brown’s addition to the reso- 
lution, and it was thrown out. ‘The cry 
of everybody is for information about the 
affyirs of the Grand Trunk. The whole 
country isin the dork about it. Millions 
have left the public chest, and more 
tions are demanded, but we know not where 
they are gone, or who has got them, None 
can form an opinion upon the matier until 
al} this is given, and yet the Ministry refuse 
it. ‘The only excuse which they gave for 
their conduct was that the papers called 
for by Mr. Brown’s amendment would take 
ten days to prepare, while Mr. Chisholm’s 
could be broughtdown much sooner. Mr. 
Brown, in reply to this, offered to move his 
amendment then and there as an indepen 
dent motion, if the Government would sup- 
portit: but this they declined, unlexs for- 
mal nolice were given and a week thereby 
uselessly consumed. Mr. Brown then of- 
fered to putin his motion that the several 
rolurns should be sent down as fast as pre- 
pared; but this also the Ministry rejected. 
They were cetormined to vole down the 
demand for full information o¥ to the con- 
dition of the Grand Trunk Company.— 
There ought to have been no hesitation ia 
granting the required information. {f they 
desired the public to form a correct judg- 
menton the Grand Trunk matter, if they 
did not wish to mystify and conceal, they 
would have been eager to give oll the sta- 
tistics within theirreach. Sf they imagine 
that they can smuggle through the Brassey 
proposition as they did the Peto one last 
session, we think that they entirely mistake 
the temper of the House and of tH country. 
The fears of the people are now thorough 
ly aroused, and woe to ony member who 
counteoances anything that is not frank, 
prudent and straightforward. The Gov- 
ernment dare not propose Mr. Brassey’s 
scheme tothe House, Some trick or dodge 
will no doubt Le selected by which the peo- 
ple may be hoodwinked, and to which the 
secresy insisted on layt evening will render 
aid. They will find, however, a watchful
